? . “The other day 1 went on a wild duck hunt with my 
, r interpreter and one guard. We started early, and pro 
d oecdiug through the rice fields forsome dist'auce, cross-

- anticipation of our coining. Near by was a small lake, 

. snug among the hills, and near the base of a mountain 
t called lbe “Dragon’s Clan.” It was a most picturesque 
I place, with a pine grove skirting the margin of the 
f water, and clumps of bushes and reeds scattered nloug 
, '» various places. The entire surface of the lake was 
. covered with ducks, while clouds of them hovered over 
the trees, and wheeled to and fro in wild confusion. 
The whole neighborhood was literally alive with them. 
This lake had long been the resort of clucks, but the 
people had never allowed aguu to be fired iu tbe neigh 
borhood, and had contented themselves with now and 
then catching a few with nets. The consequence was 
that the ducks had never known what it was to be shot 
at, and were comparatively tame. When it wits known 
that I tvas coming there to hunt, the customary order 
was revoked, aud everybody was given permission to 
came with his gun nnd join iu the sj>ort. The men had 
constructed low mounds of pine brunches, resembling 
Esquimaux huts, along the edge of the lake and at the 
points most frequented by the fowls. As soon as each 
one of us got fairly settled, cither in a mound or under 
a tree or bush, wc began to shoot at the innocent ducks, 
which lay in thick masses before us. As the first shot 
echoed among the hills, a myriad of quacking creatures 
rose in one great cloud from the surface of the water, 
and for 11 lime the air was completely filled with them 
“I never before saw such a spectacle, the sky seemed 
darkened with feathered fugitives, and the noise made 
by their wings was like a mighty rushing wind. Espe¬ 
cially wild was the noise as one flock after another 
wheeled directly over our head; then they suddenly 
tnmofl a sliorl 111 ve, their while breasts II islird for a 
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moment in the sun, and the rapid motion of their wines 
made a breeze like u great fan upon the face. They 
hud not learned yet what the Bound of a gun meant 
and, ns no person was to be seen, they ere long settled 
again quietly on the water. 

“Another volley soon started them up again, how¬ 
ever, and they rose Into the air, leaving many of their 
dead and wounded companions on the surface of the 
lake Now their flight becumo swift and broken, and 
as they passed close above our heads we fired indis¬ 
criminately into their midst, causing the flocks to scat¬ 
ter in frightened confusion. The poor things knew not 
what to do; the lake had always been their quiet home 
and they knew not whither to flee. So, as none of their 
cruel enemies were in sight, down they came again up¬ 
on the death-laden surface of the water. They were 
completely tired out, and as shot after shot skipped 
along beside them, they only shook their heads and re¬ 
mained where they were. The tiring continued the 
whole morning, ana the waters around their former 
peaceful retreat were reddened with the fruits of the 
bloody slaughter. 

“At one time during the day, while somewhat with¬ 
drawn from the party, I heard u peculiar *whir-F of 
soineihtug in the air, and, turning quickly, saw a bul¬ 
let strike the bank beside me, A shower of mud was 
scattered oyer me, and at a little distanoe was a Jap¬ 
anese man in full flight. There was nothing near me 
for a proper target, and there is little doubt that this 
was a manifestation of the bitter hostility to all for- 
loreigners for which, I have since learned, this neigh¬ 
borhood is noted. At thut very time many of the in¬ 
habitants had shut themselves up in their houses in 
tierce rage at the idea of a detested 1 tojinV being en¬ 
tertained among them."

Among the Buffalo and Indians. 

Mn. Editor.— The “fallen angel" had scarcely re¬ 
covered from bis chagrin and embarrassment incident 
to his buflulo rout and muddy baptism, as described in 
my last communication, when a week later we were on 
another chase. 

The gentle undulations of the “buffalo grass," observ¬ 
able on the surrounding slopes; the “marked stillness” 
that reigned in the intervening vales; the more than 
common melody of the morning singing-birds and the 
weird fascinations that tinseled the rocky cliffs as the 
initial rays of old Sol, at early dawn, lit upon them, 
furnished food for thought and filled my soul with a 
foreboding melancholy! I confess that I was so troub- 
elcu wiiii apprehensions of coming calamity that for 
some time, as we proceeded, I lost my .usual vivacity 
which was observed by the companion, when Jo. sud¬ 
denly exclaimed: 

What's the matter, ‘Loc.,’ are you dreaming of be¬ 
ing run by buffalo*" 

Hes fearing that he himself may get the ‘muddy 
'Guy,” said Dave Smith, luughiugly. 

"The events of the day will be better known at night," 
1 semi-consciously responded. 

We bad started at early twilight, equipped as before, 
and were about two miles from home ere we encounter¬ 
ed game. In a shallow ravine on our left grazing were a 
large band of buflulo, perhaps three hundred. At the 
edge of a skirt of birch and cottonwood, diagonally for- 
w'ard and to the right were three deer, but under the 
circumstances too small game for chase. So our atten- 
i 1 t U turncd 10 the more important game on our 
left. Consulting nud discussing our mode of attack ere 
we should be discovered, we at last decided. Our com¬ 
pany of ten was divided into three parties. The divis¬ 
ion of four was to pass to the left of a near ridge, and 
out of sight pass beyond the herd, while one of the oth¬ 
er divisions was to pass in the direction of the deer, 
paying no attention to them, but with a sharp eye upon 
our other game; and the other party was to remain and 
enter the conflict as circumstances governed. It was 
desired that some of the herd should be driven toward 
the party remaining at consultation ground, and in this 
we succeeded. The party of four having passed be¬ 
yond the herd and a point of hill favoring, it dashed in 
upon the left wing of the herd heading it toward the de¬ 
sired point, while the main herd ran off in another di¬ 
rection. The right flank that hud gone in the direction 
of the deer, now wheeled and came down upon them 
laterally, giving them a heavy broadside of six shots, 
when the stationed party moved swiftly toward them— 
rather a little out of the way, giving them room to pass, 
but firing upon them as they approached. Simultan¬ 
eously the pursuing party was firing upon them from 
the rear. Now one falls! now another! now still an¬ 
other! and here one staggers, reels, recovers—runs fifty 
rods and falls to rise no more! 

On we pass, pursuing the remnant of the fleeing mon 
Ste r?. ! < i" the y S°> and on we rush—headlong—pell- 
mell! Enthusiasm and excitement has extinguished 
feur! we boldly dash upon them, thoughtless of our 
peril, heedless of danger! Crack! crack! crack! our 
rifles—one fall here—two stagger there; one reels and 
bellows on our left, two suddenly wheel and bear down 
upon us with spiteful vengeance and death-dealing re¬ 
solve. With wrath and frightful bellowing they made 
for one of our ponies and men—a Mr. Wilson—his pony 
springs to the right to avoid encounter, and soon puts 
one of his forefeet into a badger-hole, throwing himself 
and rider with much force npon the ground Before 
either could recover footing the maddened and infuriat¬ 
ed bulls were goring the horse, lacerating the unfor¬ 
tunate creature most terribly—fatally. For, before we 
were able to dispatch them the pony was mortally 
wounded, and bis sufferings ended by a shot from oue 
of our party by order of the owner, and then his carcass 
was necessarily left to become food for hungry wolves. 

I he loss was sadly felt by the affectionate owner, who 
was much attached tohim. Mr. Wilson, though severe¬ 
ly bruised by the fall, complained not, as his mind was 
occupied about the loss of his “Ned.” 

While this catastrophe was transpiring, Jo.Thorn and 
Ueo. Martin were in pursuit of the three living remnant 


ui u.vu, «nu rous emootaen them to attack us aooner or 
later; hence we concluded that they had watched us 
killing the ouflnlo and knew that we were in that sense 
at least entitled to the meat, therefore we concluded to 
give them battle ! We presumed the Indians belonged 
to the Arrapahoe band, as they were dressed unlike the 
oioux. We leveled our rifles upon them, making mo- 
tions for them to leave and let us alone. A part of 
them left, u part remained, and to our surprise poured 
their arrows upon us, one hitting Dave SteveuB in the 
left shoulder, severely wounding him. Thia aroused 
the war spirit within us and we went for them with our 
dead shots, killing three and wounding two, the others 
fleeing, not liking our strange constant shooting. 

Wc now approached our gumc and the killed and 
wounded Indians. The wound of the living Indian was 
a severe one, the ball entering at the umbilicus and 
passing out a little to the left of the superior lumbar 
vertebra:. One of the dead ones had his left lung bad¬ 
ly lacerated and his heart probably lightly touched, 
the brain of the other had received the ball. We 
hastened to get some of the best of meat from some of 
the other carcases and made for camp, not knowing 
but a large force of Indians might come upon ub. Ana 
sure enough the apprehension was well founded, for 
we had not proceeded a mile campward when we were 
attacked in the rear by about twenty or twenty-five des¬ 
perate, war-whooping natives. Fast and thick flew the 
arrows, wounding nearly all of us morq or less severely. 
We of course soon checked their daring, by killing 
eight or ten and wounding more or leBs badly several 
more. 

We kept our horses fast walking or slowly trotting 
toward camp. Suddenly dashed a maddened "brave" 
down upon us, darting an arrow into the chest of Amos 
Dixon, inflicting a very severe wound, but it wus done 
at the expense of that fearless “brave.” It was his last 
shot—I killed him before he could reload his bow. 
But my wound in my leg was now becoming very pain¬ 
ful, and from the hemorrhage I was becoming xaint. 
Still I resolved not to faint, not to weaken, but to resist 
to the last, and thus kept myself moving. 

At the fall of this Indian—probably their leader— 
demonstrations ceased and we were permitted to pro¬ 
ceed without interruption to camp, where the dressing 
of wounds and preparations for leaving were simulta¬ 
neously prosecuted. Yes, we hurried away to join in 
company with another company a little ahead. Wc 
travelea till ten o’clock at night ere we reached them. 
Reported to the company our day’s experiences, and 
advised the doubling the night-guard, apprehensive 
that we might be followed by avengers. No attack 
was made during the night, but a few straggling “Lo’s” 
were seen at early dawn in the distance. 

Examination of the wound of Mr. Dixon showed it to 
be a very severe one, though not necessarily fatal, but 
yet dangerous. A free use of mucilaginous drinks, fre¬ 
quent ablutions of sal-soda and Balt water to the body, 
with frequently changed dressings of poultices of slip- 

S ery-elm and charcoal, with a change of acidulated 
rinks, laxatives, etc., Mr. Dixon survived and recov¬ 
ered after some seven weeks of treatment. Dave Ste¬ 
vens’ shoulder wound (next in severity) was healed in 
about four weeks. A slight flesh wound in the right 
side of Mr. Palmer; Martin’s hand wound (alight); Jo 
Thom’s left leg wound and my own, also In the left 
leg, were soon remedied. An arrow rent the Bhirt of 
Mr. OasB without hitting the flesh. Briefly told, such 
was one day’s experiences. 

At night it was conceded that my suggestion that 
“the events of the day would be better known at night,”

Meat retained, women survived (hysterics), and we men 
discussed the events of the day apart from the women, 

.But such incidents are not all it has been my fortune 
to experience in the hunting expeditions 1 have partic 
jpaled in on this Paciflc coast at times during the last 
twenty-five years. I had still other buffalo bunts in 
tne year 1854, In recroasing the plains; alBO mountain 
sheep and bear hunts, also California lion hunts, in the 
olemw two years sinoe. Many similar In some res 
pasta, but mixed with more or less Interesting event" or 
incidents, are among my latter experiences.

*«"«■ •cqoire tbe pernicious habit of standing 
with the bMlof one bind foot on the toe of the other 
When shod with calks, If the animal throws his weight 
upon tbeanper foot, us he Is liable to do. and tbe heel 
cant to retting over Uie coronet, or Just above tbe wall 
of the hoof, the calk, If ihatp, will pierce the skiu; uml 
by the horny wall being more rigid than the sensitive 
interior of the foot, a deep and severe wound is often 
pro duced. One instance of tetanus is known by the 
writer to have <W*mrred from a calk of this kind, and 
several cases of Incurable enlarged limb. 

All good iudges of eauinea would reject a horse for 
this habit; but for the benefit of such as are so unfor¬ 
tunate as to be the owners of them, I will give the ouly 
reliable remedy kuown to me. 

Make a ring of two thicknesses of sole leather, four¬ 
teen inches In diameter, by placing one upon another 
and stitching them together near the outer edge. A 
round hole fs to be cut In the centre of the leather plate, 
of a size that will fit closely around the pastern, just 
above the hoof; und in order thut it may be applied, a 
radical slit is to be cut from tbe bole in the centre to 
the periphery of tbe ring; then, by twistiug it, it may 
readily be opened and applied. It is kept in place by 
two suitablcs traps and buckles,sewod on the upper sur¬ 
face of the ring. 

The edge of the plate around tbe opening in the cen¬ 
tre, should be cushioned by binding it with soft lcatli- 
er, to prevent the sharp edges from chaffing the limb 
This ring is for use in the stable, or when the animal is 

a uiet; it should be applied to the limb the foot of which 
le animal is most liable tp place on the other. It is an

—The Zoological 8ociety of London has maintained 
a severe loss in the death of a female Indian elephant. 

A correspondent of the London News, iu wriliug about 
the animal, says that the cause of its deulh has not 
been accurately discovered, although the body bus 
been subjected to a post-mortem examination. Tbe 
elephant in question will be remembered us one of 
those upon whose backs it has been the delight of thou¬ 
sands of children to ride year after year. Its exact age 
has not been ascertained, but is believed to have been 
about twenty years old. The Immense quantity of food 
consumed by the animal daily appears almost incredi¬ 
ble. It is calculated that, on ordinary days, the amount 
of food in the shape of bunB, biscuits, and fruit given

Bobbing In a Shanty on Fox Lake. 

Reader, have you ever bobbedV If not, we are will¬ 
ing to initiate you to the best of our humble ability, os 
we have tried it some. Young ladies of lively imagina¬ 
tions will probably anticipate from us a dissertation 
upon young men of the genus “Bob, as if it wore pos¬ 
sible for a masculine mind to enlighten the subtle crea¬ 
tures upbn a subject so essentially their own by right of 
birth. Nothing of the kind; we simply refer to a plain 
fork, like Neptune's Trident, generally used by Pick¬ 
erel os a convenient vehicle or trans{>ortatlon towards 
the earth's surface, and directed by the subordinate 
hand of man—if I except a gentlewoman off Grub Ap¬ 
ple Island, who I have reason to believe, has, like us, 
heralded the advent of many an adventurous Pickerei 
in the world, and, shame to confess, sold him for cash 
quite regardless of the fifteenth amendment to the-con- 
stitution. But, to throw off all disguise, we shall now 
uppeur as a simple fisherman, armed with a spear de¬ 
coy. nnd minnow hook (all our stock in trade) always 
including the fish stove, shanty, wood axe, patience and 
ourself, irrespective of the Thomas cat, who at 
this season of the year, keeps bach, that i B , keeps house 
when bis associate—meaning the writer—is awav 
foraging for the family. The spear, in addition to the 
foregoing description, is provided with barbed ends, u 
fastidious little arrangement insisted upon by pickerel 
before they will submit to familiarities. The decoy is 
to the fish what adulterated provisions are to us, a cheap 
artifice brimful with indigestion; a thing sought for in 
haste, to repent of at leisure.

proachfully at us. To say that during these moments 
we feel abashed and discomfited would be a gross mis¬ 
representation. Our blood now tiuglcs with noble ex¬ 
citement; this flail is considered as the harbinger of a 
coming school, and joyful in hope we hastily proceed 
to replenish our pipe and devise ways and means to 
lb e truant spear. This accomplished, we resume 
bobbing in good earnest, and give the decoy our Hvcli- 
est attention despite Dr. Johnson’s nonsense deter¬ 
mined to be caught napping no more.

Reply:— Tho only fish received from the U hi 
Commissioner are the shad, which will he distributed 
m Rock River and Fox River. The balance will he in 
spawn, the Slatnc salmon, California salmon, and soure 
other hsh spawn. 1’his year there was no appropriation 
made by the Legislature to pin- for hatching the eggs 
or for express and packing. The express on the C'ali- 
fornta salmon is quite large, on account of the large 
amount of ice that has to be carried to keep upon the 
eggs, and afterward put into hatching trays, to remain 
for from forty to hfly days after time received, and is 
some expense to hatch and keep till they are ready to 
turn out to care for themselves. In different parts of 
the State there arc societies which have made up a purse 
to put some of them in some lake where they iisb or 
have grounds; and some have built hatcheries to hutch 
their own, and will receive the spawn direct from the 
United States Commissioner, paying the express and 
packing Not all the spawn of the California salmon 
that Professor Baird has consented to send me is vet 
engaged, and should there be any society or persons 
who wish for some of the spawn, or some of the fish 
for putting into a lake, by making application ut once 
they can get some. The spawn will come in September 
nnd October from California. Professor Baird consid¬

The report is that the chain was pul round the de¬ 
fiant s leg as usual of a morning; the keepers went to 
breakfast in the rooms above the elephant’s den they 
heard the elephant cry; they rushed down, and found 
tbut the anminul was minus the tip of her trunk. The 
supposition is that she had been playing with the chain 
round her leg, passing her trunk into the slack of the 
chain somehow the chain got jammed, and in her 
struggles fractured her trunk and the lower portion be¬ 
came detached. 

In all the long experience of those who have hud the 
management of elephants no such accident has ever 
been known to occur iu this country. 1 know not whnt 
may be the experience of our Indian friends, and 
should he glad if they would give it. As a rule, an 
clephaut is most careful of his trunk. I have heard 
that when the tiger makes his attack, the elephant ini 
mediately hoists his trank into the air, out of the way 
of danger. I should have thought that if the elephant 
had jammed her trunk iu thc chain she would have re 
maincd quite still till released. 

At first the poor beast naturally was in great pain and 
could not pick up food with her mutilated trunk so 
she hud to he fed hy the mouth. She is now begion'iue 
to recover herself, can pick a bit with thc mutilated 
end of her trunk, aud begins to sing and play her train 
pet as usual.”

Protection for Our Chickens. 

It will be seen from our correspondence that the un¬ 
lawful slaughter of chickens has been extensive, and 
we hope lhat our several clubs will realize at least one 
object of their association, namely; to procure for 
them as far as possible their stipulated armistice. Of 
course it is not to be expected that such a wide spread 
and gigantic evil can be corrected in one season. 
There must be a united and untiring vigilance to dis¬ 
cover such miscreants, and an unyielding determina¬ 
tion to punish them when found. Our correspondent 
refers lo some member of a shooting club who is accus¬ 
ed wiih such a breach o( faith, and we sincerely hope 
that if thc evidence proves irrefragible, that the B aid 
culprit will not bo excused, but the more notably pun¬ 
ished, because he certainly ought to have known and 
done better. In Russia, we find that peasants are less 
severely punished for any act of misdemeanor than 
those who move in a higher grade of society, because 
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their responsibility is not supposed to be so great, and 
we think such a spirit should exist in the punishing of 
offenders against the chicken law. We know that the 
Prairie Club of this city has, on several occasions, 
beneficially exerted their Influence in the protection of 
game, and we have no doubt that these efforts will be 
in no way relaxed this season. We hope too, to hoar 
of other member doing their duly in this respect. 

Trotting Wonders.— The present Eastern Circuit 
bus developed several very fast trottars. The Ken¬ 
tucky gelding, Grafton, is one of these. He is only 
seven years old and was sired by the Kentucky bred 
. horse Waxy. He possesses great speed, but in his races 
he has proven very unsteady and a bud breaker. Time, 
however, will remedy these faults. Previous to starl¬ 
ing at Cleveland he had a record of 2:22. In the first 
heat of the race at that place he made a break, by 
which he was a double distance out at the quarter, but 
saved being shut out by trotting the last quarter in 81f 
seconds. He then went on and won the race after los¬ 
ing another heat to Golddust. At Buffalo he was made 
favorite. His bad behavior, however, gave his backers 
a fearful fall He has been since sold to Mr. Robert 
Bonner, of New York, at a high figure. 

Another wonder is the bay mare Lulu. At Buffalo 
she vanquished the speedy mare Nettie in three straight 
heats, reducing her record to 2:15. But her great vic¬ 
tory was reserved for Rochester. There she surprised 
the world by beating the hitherto invincible Goldsmith 
Maid, American Girl and Nettie, in the fastest four 
heat race ever trotted. Losing the first heat owing to 
a bad break, she went on afterwards steadily winning 
the race in the magnificent time of 2:101, 2:154 and 
2:17. 


Sycamore Driving Park Fail Meeting.—Ab men¬ 
tioned in our last issue the second annual meeting will 
commence on Sept. 7, and continue five days. Owing 
to the large list of entries the management have added 
an extra day to their carnival. This they found ex¬ 
pedient on account of the numerous entries in the 3:20 
class. The contestants will be divided by lot and an 
additional purse of $170 haB been appropriated. The 
great feature of the “wind up” will be the Consolation 
purse for the 2:40 and 2:30 classes. Horses that have 
starled and not won in theBe classes during the meeting 
are eligible. This young association has been the most 
successful of any in the circuity the entries recorded 
numbering ISO, with the consolation and running races 
to fill. The energy and zeal of the Directors to bring 
this result about is deserving of high commendation, 
and the success of the meeting is assured. Let all 
lovers of good ra cing attend. 

We note with particular pleasure the little incideut 
at Earl, HI., which is noteworthy on account of the rar¬ 
ity of its occurrence. In the 2:38 race, the drivers of 
Harry Spencer and Josh Billings found that foul driv¬ 
ing was not quite the thing to go down with the judges, 
who put one horse back in the race and distanced the 
latter. Well done, oh righteous judges! We only 
wish that there were more of your sort to be found 
through the country! If such decisions were more 
plentiful, scoundrels would be more scarce, and hou- 
ost gentlemen more plentiful on our race tracks. Good 
trotting and just decisions have been proverbial at 
Earlville. 


Capt. Webb’s Swim Across the English Channel. 
—The shades of Leander and Byron have most Surely 
been disquieted. The name of Leander for many ages 
was handed down from sire to son as the champion 
swimmer of the world, till Byron, all envious of his un¬ 
rivalled fame, crossed the Hellespont and bracketed 
himself with the prc-historic hero. Many a man has 
lately attempted to out-do these twain, and this by 
crossing the English channel, at least Bcven times as ar¬ 
duous a task as the other. Johnson tried and failed 
from the three causes of too much wind, too rough a 
sea, and too low a temperature of the water. Webb 
tried and failed for the Bume reason, but he is 
evidently of that giit that Bruce’s spider was, 
us he tried again and succeeded, thus placing 
himself pre-eminently before the world as a 
a fine swimmer, a man of great endurance, and pos¬ 
sessed of indomitable will. The air line distance from 
point to point is 21 miles, but owing to the immensely 
swift tide varying from 2 miles to 3i miles, he must 
have traversed at least 40, if not 50, nautical miles of 
water to gain his object; tacking across the ebbing, 
flowing and re-ebbing tide, making a sort of squashed 
out Z course, and remaining in the water 23 hours 40 
minutes. Strange to Bay, the naked Matthew Webb 
beat Boynton and his floating dress by just two hours.

The Groat Shooting Match Between Bogardus and 
Shaw. 

Tho^rcat match between Cwt A. H. Botnrdui (the American 
t hampion) and 8. 8taaw, of Oldham, near fiancheater, for JCJoo h 
i*ide, took place on Monday last. The coodtllona wore to shnot 
at 100 plgeoue each, with 1 ox. of ehot, 21 yarda Hue, from 1 trap, 
the u»e of one barrel, and the gan below the elbow until the bird 
w»8 on tho wing. The match, which had been made only a short 
time previously, excited much interest, owing to the fact of its 
being understood that Capt. Bog&rdus was to compete with Bhnw, 
the best professional shot In England, under the said conditions 
of from 1 trap, 1 os. shot. 21 yards rise. Notwithstanding the cap¬ 
tain waa made tho favorite In the betting at 100 to 80, specula 
tion xvos not very spirited, in consequence of the Manchester dI 
vision not supporting their man with their usual freedom, know 
ing they had a 'wonder” to vanquish. The weather was remark 
ably tine and favorable for the sport, there being only a trifling 
breeze, with a bright and clear atmosphere. The contestants ar¬ 
rived on the ground at 0 a. and both looked in blooming 
health. Capt. boirardu* is a fine, muscular man, standing fully 
six feet high, weigns about 15 stone, and is about 40 years of age. 
He Is a wonderful shot at both game and pigeons, a great athlete, 
and. providing his muscular strength is put to the teat, he is al¬ 
most, or unite equal to the late John Heenan. The cajdaln’s ojs 
poneut, Shaw, has proved himself a wonderful fine shot for a con¬ 
siderable length of time, by defeating a large number of north 
country sportsnxeu. lie is a fresh-colored, spare man, with l 
vast amount of confidence, and we should say naif a dozen years 
younger than the captain. In spite of the many attractions with¬ 
in 20 miles of the metropolis, it large number of a good class of 
persons attended the match, consequently excellent order was 
maintained throughout the day. 

No time was lost io arranging the preliminaries, and at 10:80 a. 
m. the match commenced, both meu trapping their own birds, the 
best blue rocks obtainable. Shaw led off, but failed to bring down 
his first, a very fast one, and the captain quickly came forward 
and rattled down In fine style a very swift bird. Both through 
trapping their own birds against each other were somewhat slow 
to time, but they Hbot in their turn. Owing, howevor, to the num¬ 
ber of birds shot at, and the general slmflaiity of their doings 
throughout, we think it quite unnecessary to comment on eacn 
shot, particularly as the appended score will be found sufficient¬ 
ly explanatory. Out of the firat 10 birds shot at by the American 
he brought down nine, the second eight, ond the third lot all fell 
to ills aim. In the fourth 10, nine came to grief, at the fifth every 
bird fell. Consequently it will be gathered that he brought down 
46 out of the first 50 birds. Shaw, it will be seen, was never on 
favorable terms with the captain, for In his first 10 he missed 
three birds, and in bis sec md the same number, and this made 
him three “rocks” to the bad. Out of the third 10 birds the Man¬ 
chester man brought down splendidly eight, bnt in tho fourth four 
escaped, and out of the fifth 10 he only brought down six, thereby 
scoring 84 out of 50 birds—just 12 less than his opponent scored. 
At this point of the contest the competitors and their friends re¬ 
tired for 30 minutes for refreshment. On resuming business it may 
be remarked that Sbaw, who had been very unfortunate, as many 
of bis birds in the first 50 fell dead ouiof bounds, entirely through 
shooting with narnber “nine” shot, now commenced with number 
“seven” and by so doing he made a much better score. This will 
be understood when It is said that he killed splendidly 18 out of 
hir* first 20 birds after luncheon. The captain, however, contin¬ 
ued thumping down bis birds also in grand style, and there being 
no chance for Shaw winning at the 80th round, he being 12 birds 
behind, he gave up, and Captain Bogardus was declared the win¬ 
ner amid great cheering. The captain. In order to decide a bet of 
killing 80 out of 100 birds, shot at three more, which he killed, and 
then retired, after having bronght down 80 out of 02, and Shaw 
scored 65 out of 89. The match, which commenced at 10:80 a. *., 
was not concluded until 4:80 p. m. Capt. Bogardus shot with his 
famous 12-bore breech-loading doable gun, of course using one 
barrel only. He shot with five drachms of powder, and used No. 

9 shot. Shaw used a single gun. Appended is the score of the 
match:

tt bmahks. — That Capt. Rogardus has now proved himself an ex¬ 
traordinary marksman no msn can deny, for the Bcore alone was 
never before equalled in England; in fact, the loelug man's (Shaw) 
is the largest ever previously made. Wheu we take toto consid¬ 
eration the swiftness of the birds, they being the best blue rocks 
vhm could be ohtulued for the time of year, and the fact of the 
captain being made to load every cartridge himself with shot 
singly before he placed it in his gun and also trapping the whole 
of his birds, that Is to say, those for Sbaw to shoot at, the per¬ 
formance must he deemed a surprising one. He shoots exceed¬ 
ingly fair, with the gun clean below the elbow, and kills his 
birds in a most aatonfehing manner. Each appears to receive the 
stipulated quantity of shot in its body, being instantaneously 
doub'ed up. .Shaw shot well enough to beat 99 sportsmen out of 
100. and yet he never was in the hunt on this occasion. 8. Ham 
mood, of Keut street. Borough, supplied the birds against Sbaw, 
Offer, of Hammersmith, against Bogardus. We have handed over 
the stAkes (£400) to Capt Bogardus, who sails for America on 
August 12. We had almost forgotten to state that Capt. Bogar- 
•lns‘ £iio, u choke bore, was made by W. and C, Scott and Son, of 
Birmingham. It is a strong, plain weapon, withoat ornament, 
nod on "extraordinary killer.” He used five drama of orange 
lightning powder, and one ounce of No. 9, T. Otis LeRoy, of 
America, wind shot. Mr. E. Smith, of Belt's Life , was referee. 


The Great Shooting Match at San Francisco, Cal. 

On Thursday, the 6th Inst., the moat exciting pigeon shoot that 
ever took place on the Pacific coast, came off at Bay District Race 
course. The match was for $100 a side, but heavy amounts of 
money were wagered, probably well near fifty thousand dollars 
changing hands upon the result. The contestants were the noted 
shot, Mr. P. Osbiaton, of Nevada, and A. Maitland, of Virginia 
city. Osbiaton was a decided favorite, selling at 2 to 1 against 
Maitland. The conditions of tbe match were, each man was to 
shoot at fifty birds, twenty alngle rises and fifteen pair. Great 
crowds gathered to see the sport. Maitland shot throughout with 
the greatest caution, and, although when the score of singles was 
footed up. he was in the rear one bird, he never weakened, but 
stuck gamely to bis work. Amid wild enthusiasm the clusing of 
the double snoot drew near, and when the final bird fell, and Mait¬ 
land was declared the winuer of tho twin match by two birds, the 
excitement was intense.

Chicago Rifle Club. 

On Friday, the 20th inst., the various efforts which 
have been put forth at different times towards creating 
an interest in rifle practice, culminated in the organiza¬ 
tion of a regular rifle club. This organization was ef¬ 
fected on Friday last at a meeting in the club rooms of 
the. Sherman House, Judge Bradwell in the chair. This 
was an adjournment of the previous informal meeting, 
“(^hich a committee was appointed to examine tho 
eligible sites for ranges, and compile a Constitution for 
the proposed Club. The Constitution, which will appear 
lower down, was read by H. W. 8. Cleveland, preceded 
by the following address, which he delivered its chair¬ 
man of the appointed committee: 

At an informal meeting of gentlemen interested in 
rifle, practice, held on the 8d inst., the undersigned 
were appointed a committee to prepare a Constitution, 
and collect information in regard to popular feeling on 
the subject of a rifle club in Chicago, the possibility of 
securing a suitable place for a rifle raDge, and such 
other matters of interest connected with the subject as 
might be desirable preparatory to the formation of a 
permanent organization. 

We havo endeavored to accomplish the duties as¬ 
signed us, and have now to report that in the prosecu¬ 
tion of our inquiries we have conversed with intelligent 
men of all classes, and tn a great variety of professions 
and occupations, and after explaining to them the ob¬ 
ject of those who are moving in the matter, which is 
to establish a properly organized school of instruction 
and practice, in which men may be regularly trained 
to tiie development of their best"capacity as marksmen, 
we have met everywhere with assurance of approbation 
and sympathy, and in very many cases with the expres¬ 
sion of a wish and determination to become uctivc 
members of tbe association. 

In order to the successful accomplishment of the ob¬ 
ject, it is essential that the work be systematically con¬ 
ducted under the direction of competent instructors, 
and in. accordance with the rules aud regulation* 
orally adopted by similar associations, with whom wc 
hope in time lo compete. Thus wc should insist upon 
shooting without any artificial rest, and with such de¬ 
scription of sights and weight of pull to the trigger as 
are generally adopted, for if we favoroursclvesin these 
respects in our home practice, we Bhall enter at a disad¬ 
vantage into any contest where they arc not allowed. 
Forjthe same reason in selecting grounds for u range, we 
ought not to seek a sheltered spot where we escape Ilia 
influence of wind, but rather ODe where wo are forced 
to train ourselves to allow for wind and other vicissi¬ 
tudes of weather, which is one of the most important- 
parts of a marksman’s education. We wish to train 
men to develop the wonderful powers of the rifle, under 
all possible circumstances to which they might bo ex¬ 
posed in hunting or the fleld of battle. Wc regard this 
training as a species of manly culture, which tends to 
the development of the best condition of physical and 
meDtal power, for it affords the beat possible system of 
muscular exercise, and calls into play the best efforts 
of observation ana judgment, while it imparts to him 
who perfects himself in the accomplishment a sense of 
power and self dependence which cannot be otherwise 
attained. The accomplished rifleman knows that the 
weapon he hears is a magic wand by whose power he 
holds at his mercy the life of any enemy, be it man or 
beast, that ventures within the radius of half a mile of 
the spot whereon he stands, and the consciousness of 
such power is no ordinary sensation. 

The recent victories of the American riflemen abroad 
have served to prove what may be attained by careful 
practice, and the enthusiasm which their skill has ex¬ 
cited, affords abundant evidence of the estimation in 
which such power is held by the most enlightened na¬ 
tions of the earth. This admiration is simply the mod¬ 
ern form of expression or respect for skillful achieve¬ 
ment in feats of arms, which has come down to us from 
the days of Knight-errantry, and it springs from tbe fact 
that such skill affords the best evidence of national 
power, just as surely as the growth of luxurious living, 
and the neglect of these manly sports which develop 
both the physical and intellectual powers, U the pre¬ 
cursor of national decay. 

Our present object U to get the names of all who are 
willing to become members of a Rifle Club ami put 
themselves in training to perfect themselves as marks¬ 
men, and also ail who are willing to aid the cause and 
promote its objects by contributions or the gift of prizes 
to be shot for. 

Having secured these names it will be well to elect 
from among them a committee to nominate officers anil 
appoint a meeting for election at as early a day as pos¬ 
sible. I am happy to inform you that Col. Wingate, 
President of the Amateur Club of New York, whose 
members have won such distinction abroad, has kindly 
offered us every possible aid In making our prepara¬ 
tions, and oar worthy associate, Mr. Blackmer, Is about 
visiting Hew York, and intends visiting the range at 
Orcedmoor and making himself familiar with all the 
details of construction and practice. 
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In regard to a range: we have visited the tract at 
Galewood* and at the Lake Shore division of tbe South 
Park, both of which offer favorable opportunities for 
practice, but we areas yet unable to etate whether the 
Intter tract la available. We have heard of one or two 
other places which may probably be had free of cost, 
except for the necessary fixtures. 

We have prepared a Form of a Constitution, which in 
the main is the same aa that of the New York Club, and 
which we now submit.

Tbe m inagement of tbe Club shall be under the direction of an 
Executive Committee, consisting of the Ofllcers and live members 
of the Association, elected at the same time and In the same man¬ 
ner, who, In addition to controlling the affairs of the Club, shall 
take cognisance of all violations of these rules, and All vacancies 
In their own body until the next annual meeting. Three of said 
committee shall constitute a quorum. 

2d. The Executive Committee shall be authorized to make such 
rules and regulation*, not inconsistent with the By-I^ws, as they 
may from time to time consider necessary. 

3d. The interpretation of the Roles and By-Laws, In case of 
doubt, shall rest with the Executive Committee.

After the Prairie Chickens. 

PiqxiA, O., Aug. 23. 

Tub The Field: —We have just returned from a few 
days' shooting among the chickens in the vicinity of 
Wolcott, Ind., and during our trip gathered the follow¬ 
ing items: 

We left this city on the 1:80 r. m. train, Monday, 
Aug. 16th, and went direct to Logansport, lnd. From 
there we took a train on the third division of the P. C. 
& St. L. Road for Wolcott. Our party consisted of 
four men and six dogs. Upon our arrival at Wolcott 
we found sportsmen there from all sections of the coun¬ 
try, in fact the place was so over run with strangers 
that we fouud it difficult to get accommodations in the 
shape of board and lodging. Such a motley gathering 
of sportsmen we never again expect to see congregated 
at one place. Here were your sportsmen from Colum¬ 
bus, Dayton or Cincinnati, rigged out from head to toe 
in his elegant suit of English corduroy and rubber 
boots, armed with the breech-loader, and accompanied 
by his Gordon or Irish Setter. Here sIbo could be seen 
the granger sportsman clad in his hunting suit of home- 
spun or Kentucky jeans, and carrying the old time muz¬ 
zle loader. Men representing all classes, and filling all 
stations in life, from the wealthy banker to the farmer 
boy, were here represented,sat Bide by side at the same 
table, and bunked down on a woolen blanket in the 
same room, all having the same object in view. We 
were truly glad to see this friendly spirit prevail among 
sportsmen. 

By the time we were fully settled in our new quarters 
and had made provision for our canineg, it was late in 
the afternoon. Being tired, and not feeling any too 
well after our ride, we concluded to rest until morning 
and then take a fresh start. After a supper that was 
ample and good we indulged in the inevitable Wheeling 
stoga, and then turned in for the night to dream of 
chickens by the hundred. 

At early dawn we were awakened by the noise and 
bustle in an adjoining room. Some of the more anx¬ 
ious were going out to have a shot before breakfast. It 
would be very difficult for me to discribe what trans¬ 
pired during the next two hours; in shot it put us in 
mind of war times or the skirmish line in front of Rich¬ 
mond. Bang! bang! in every direction. 

But we must confess that after all the preparations 
we had made for some good shooting, we were sadly 
^tsappoinl-ed; still we had n very enjoyable time, and 
succeeded in bagging some fifty birds to the gun in two 
days' shooting,but we had every reason to expect more 
than this from our favorite hunting grounds. 

At Wolcott we met Mr. Euslham, of Bradford. He 
told us some marvelous talcs of double shots made, 
chickens killed, etc., so wc concluded to quiz bis color¬ 
ed boy a little. Wc made the remark to him that we 
understood Mr. E. has not killed many chickens. 

“Who say dat? I tell you honey if you wants (o see 
it rain chickens you gis’ go out wid my boss.” 

On our return to Logansport we were informed that 
n special car was coming ou the next train with a party 
of hunters from Columbus, bound to Stale, Line Illinois, 
and sure enough when the train stcuuicd into the depot 
there was the car in question. 

We went in and had a hearty shake with our old 
friends, Prouty, Neal, Lutinan and others. It proved 
to be a baggage car containing ten shooters, two col¬ 
ored men, 18 dogs, a large wall tent, cooking stove, 
piles of blankets, boxes of provisions and cigars, and 
oh, my, Sam, what is that over there in the corner? A 
keg. Oh, yes, a keg, and a big jug to carry water in, 
so we can have it fresh. That is alt right, Sam, a bucket, 
you know, is a very unhandy thing to carry water in 
any how. 

Now, Epbriam, what arc you stretching your mouth 
for and showing your ivories? To this remark we re¬ 
ceived the following reply: 

“You can’t fool dis chile, Massa, you's been dare 
afore. Yah, yah, yah!” 

This was a jolly party, and will give you some idea 
of the way Columbus boys go chicken shooting. 

While en route home we met Mr. McNeely, of this 
city, and Mr. Sowers, of Bradford; they said they had 
had some pretty good shooting, but not as good as they 
expected. We ventured the remark, “probably your 
expectations, like our own, were too great?” 

“No, but the chickens arc wild, the covies are broken 
up and scattered.” 

This was my experience exactly, so we made it a 
point to ascertain, if possible, the cause. We first 
talked with Mr. Wolcott, agCDtleman and u true sports¬ 
man, who owns some 20u0 acres of land adjoining the 
town where ho resides, and that bears the same name. 
He told us that residents of Wolcott, and others living 
in that vicinity, had been shooting young chickens 
ever since July 20th; also that he had made every ef¬ 
fort to keep them off of his lands; that he had sent men 
out on horses, with instructions to drive hunters oft’, 
but that it was impossible to do so, and that finally he 
“ and given up the idea altogether and had come to the 
conclusion that the sooner the birds were all killed off 
the sooner he would cease being annoyed by these law 
a ?^ P° l shooters. Another gentleman told us 
„ * ee “ young chickens offered for sale in 

Wolcott three weeks ago. 

We noticed a young man loafing around the house 
where we were stopping. We asked him if he had a 
gun. 

“Oh, yes," 


"Any dogs?” 

“Yes, you bet.” 

“Then why don’t you go after chickens?" 

"Oh, I don't want to, its too late in the season" (18th 
August), "I'm tired shooting chickens. I've had all the 
shooting I want, been shooting them for three weeks " 

We felt like taking our dog whip to the scoundrel. 
What a shame. Is tnere no way to stop this lawless 
practice? 

In a conversation with a gentleman who is employed 
at the Pan Handle depot, in Logansport, we were in¬ 
formed that in his estimation 800 sportsmen had passed 
through the city on his road alone en route to the hunt¬ 
ing grounds. This, you will notice, represents a great 
many dead chickens, and with UDpriDcipted sportsmen 
and pot shooters, killing them from the time they arc 
as big as robbins. How long will it be until there is not 
a chicken left? As Tub Field is the western sports¬ 
men’s champion, and the only journnl of its kina pub¬ 
lished west of New York, or whose columns arc open 
Jo the sportsmen of the west, wc appeal to them through 
it to wane up and let us try and enforce the lows. Let 
the State organizations try and do something also, and 
we feel safe in saying that The Field will not he slow 
to assist us in protecting this finest of American game 
birds from wholesale slaughter by the above mentioned 
mean, unprincipled pot shooters. X.

To The Field: —Sometime ago I had something to 
say in The Field concerning the objects and purposes 
of "Shooting” or so called “Shooting Clubs,” and ask¬ 
ed what good they might or would accomplish ; and 
then after awhile I was informed that their objects 
were to perfect its members in the use of the gun, and 
then by a concert of action and purpose, watch for and 
punish the violators of the fish and game laws. How 
well have they kept their pledge? How faithfully have 
they fallfilled their promises? Has any one, in any 
State, been found out and punished by or through the 
influence of troy one of these clubs, for nny violations 
of these laws? I hope so, for then my opinion of their 
worth would be considerably improved, but as yet I 
have heard of no instance of the kind. 

Our county has one of these clubs, composed in the 
main of good men and fine marksmen, and they, too, 
boasted that their purpose was to put a stop to the vio¬ 
lations of the game laws. Whether their threats have 
been effected I cannot say, but I have not heard of a 
single conviction or any attempted conviction for any 
violation of the law. 

However, if report be true, they will now have an 
opportunity of trying their hand in an exercise of jus¬ 
tice upon one of their own members, who is charged 
with having shot prairie chickens before the time per¬ 
mitted by law. Of course I do not pretend to know 
whether he be guilty or not, I only know he is accused 
upon whnt seems to be good authority, and now it re¬ 
mains to be seen whether this club will do ns they have 

f iromised and bring him to trial, or whether they will 
et him go free, and wail for an opportunity to be 
avenged upon some poor fellow who is not so fortunate 
as to be a member of a so-called sporting club. Tbo 
time lias arrived when they cun put to test their avow¬ 
ed principles, and I hope they will be found true to 
them. Time will tell. 

Game in this section of Ihc country is extremely 
scarce, so hunters report, only two to five chickens be¬ 
ing the total reward of a full day's hunt by one man. 
The wet weather I think has spoiled the eggs of many 
prairie hens, and the broods are fewer and smaller than 
usual. 

The duck shooting will he good this fall it is expect¬ 
ed, and in the season, the southern portions of this and 
LaPorte county, afford tine sport for the duck hunter. 

__ Will Wish. 

A Good Wohd koh the Blackuiuds. —A farmer 
writes from Wood's Hole to the Boston Advertiser: 
“A few days ago as the barley in my fields was ripening, 
the blackbirds began to gather about, and my farmer be¬ 
gan to anathematize them ns thieves and robbers, feed¬ 
ing upon whnt they did not sow. 'Why, they come,’ 
said he, ‘ in clouds from Naushon, an a all about us.' 
Notwithstanding, I told him I was satisfied that they 
did more good than harm, and that they were welcome 
to their share. The harvest began, anil as the mowers 
reached the middle of the field they found the stalks of 
the grain very much stripped and cut up by the army 
worm. When the barley was down they began to march 
out of the field in a compact streum through the Imr- 
way into the next one, and here we saw clearly what 
the blackbirds were nftcr. They pounced u|K>n them 
and devoured them by thousands, very materially less¬ 
ening their numbers. The worms are so numerous that 
they have Dot destroyed them all, but have materially 
lessened them and their power of mischief. All honor, 
then, to the blackbirds which are usually counted mis¬ 
chievous and are destroyed by farmers like vermin. 
These army worms have returned after an interval of 
eight or ten years." 

—One winter, about sixteen yearB ago, “Hungarian 
Joe ” says he trapped 8,500 muskrats, 75 minks, besidi* 
a large number of other fur-bearing animals, down on 
the Calumet and vicinity. This was a good season’s 
work. Joe still lives in the neighborhood of his whilom 
exploits, and is now in the “ pre-empting ” business, 
and endeavoring to recluim some of Uncle Sam’s do- 
man from aqueous influences. 


—One hunter, not long since, shot seventeen elk in a 
single hour on the Huinptulip river in Chehalis county, 
Idaho. The animals are bigger than beeves, weighing 
800 and 900 pounds when dressed, and their skins are 
very large, heavy, and of fine quality.
